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To be called upon for the -- quote remarks unquote to the graduates of the 
Air Force Advanced Management program at George Washington* l own university is a 
difficult assignment * 

The reason is that there is so much to be saido How does one cut to what might 
he comfortably acceptable on an August day in the City of Washington? 


Advanced management and military training seem so strangely separate 0 When you 
uhink about the earthy advice and expressive terms of military history, you wonder 
how *Advanced Management" will fit in* 

Oliver Cromwell said, "Rat your trust in God and keep your powder dry*" Today, 
would he say, Put your trust in the computer and keep your pencils ready?" 

Col William Prescott told his Bunker Hill riflemen, "Don*t fire until, you see 
uhe whites of their eyes';" Today, would he say, "Don*t sign the contract until you*re 


sure you’ve got the money?" 


But progress is being made- Napoleon defined the basic management problem of 
warfare when he said an Army travels on its stomach. A half-century later, 

Abraham Lincoln revealed a more sophisticated understanding of management when he 






said he -wanted to ^- i - r e some of his other generals the same brand of whiskey 
General Sam Grant was drinking. 

The dollar-conscious concept of military management reached some kind of 
a peak in a story I heard about VMI the other day. During the late days of the 
horse as a military vehicle, after a bat} spill at a jump one day, the hard bitten 
cavalry instructor went to the horse, which was on the ground but kicking, instead of 
to the cadet rider who was out cold. A fellow cadet finally approached the officer 
examining the horse, and said: 

"Captain, I think Cadet Jones is hurtl” 

"So what*. He pays to come here. This horse cost $ 112 . 00 ." He was either 
dollar-conscious, or he loved those Army remounts. 

Another thing*. How are we going to fit "Advanced Management" into a good 
barracks ballad? And can you imagine anything like that wonderful old Field Artillery 
sbng, for example, with "Advanced management goes rolling along." 

You may be able to do something with the wild blue yonder. That’s where advanced 
management started out. A dozen years ago, when we started talking about the future 
needs of the Air Force for men trained in management, many of our people thought the 
idea was way out in the blue. Qne very fine officer who later became a very fine 
manager, said to me, "Look, I came into the Air Force to fly." Well, he -was no worse 
off than the boy who joined the Wavy to see the world from a nuclear submarine which 
never surfaces. 

All of which is only to say that the range of military duty is so broad today 
that it has no precedent and no limit. The very fact that a military establishment 
sends officers to the George Washington University School of Government, Business and 
International Affairs, is evidence enough of the change in military affairs. 

This commencement exercise this morning is also evidence that national defense 
is big business and that the military must produce its own managers. The Air Force is 
a 20 billion dollar annual, operation, with responsibility for managing the expenditure 
of nearly 25 cents out of every dollar the federal government takes in. 


But what business has such problems? How would even the best \Bh of our 
industrial giants handle the cuts and surges of revenues that attend defense budgeting? 
Can you imagine any business subject to such rapid change in products of such unholy 
cost? Do you know of any business of such diversity of product, from bulbs to bombers 
and meat to missiles, buying everything from stockholders, each of whom has a friend 
on the Board of Directors from which you get your money? Then you have limitations on 
what you can pay people and how much education you can give them to learn to run the 
business. 

With all, an incredible job has been done, is being done, and will be done. 

We must and do train people for a range of military service which is not so much 
a challenge to human imagination and skill as it is a requirement for national survival, 

The charge will be upon us for a long time. We are not gearing up for one all- 
out effort in the fashion of America's traditional response to war. We have added a 
new facet to our way of life. We have come through only the first decade of the 
period -- how long, no one knows -- in which the American people maintain a strong 
military establishment as a means of preventing war. 

And all the while, we've been in the midst of a revolution of weapons technology, 
shrinking the world with supersonic bombers and intercontinental ballistic missiles 
and magnifying the destructive power of weapons from hundreds of pounds of TNT to 
millions of tons in explosive equivalent in a single warhead. 

Entirely within this century, almost within the lives of many here today, the 
air became a medium of military operations, creating a wholly new and different 
doctrine and requirement. Now that medium is being extended without definition into 
something we call space, because we don't know where it ends. 

The engines of war have become so complex that we need high speed electronic 
computers to operate mechanisms that work too fast for man's brain? But despit this 
apparent emphasis on automation and weapon gadgetry, the important thing is still people. 
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Air Force priority needs for people were recently described as being for 
executives to direct the biggest business in the country, for managers to guide 
and stimulate the greatest research and development effort in history, for military 
statesmen to design international defense systems and to work out methods of arms 

control, and for superbly trained men in every field of man’s endeavor, including 

/ 

flying to the moon. 

We dpn’t need one-sided people. We need far more than just technical experts. 

We need big people, broad people, people with ideas. And we need managers so advanced 
in imagination and skill that they can make a world-wide organization of a million 
men delicately responsive to men and ideas. 

The George Washington University is doing its part. President Carroll, I want 
to thank you and commend your great institution for this work. 

To the men graduating today, I say. Congratulationsi You will have the greatest 
possible reward of education -- the opportunity to apply your learning, directly and 
specifically, in an essential career, in a vitally important enterprise, and in the 
service of your country.

Research funds received by George Washington University during 
the past six months have passed the $1 million mark, according to reports 
from the office of the treasurer. As of mid-July, the University research 
budget has been increased by $1,158,000 since January 1, representing both 
new projects and additional support for continuing projects. 

There are research programs in all schools and departments of the 
George Washington University. These programs are financed by business 
and industrial associations, private foundations, government agencies 
and others. They are conducted on behalf of the sponsoring organizations 
and reflect the interests of these sponsors. ; ' 

In addition to continued support for existing projects, the University 
in May and June received almost $100,000 for new research studies. About 


two=thirds of this new grant money is intended for research in the 
medical sciences. 
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Bequests to George Washington University have established two new 

; f 

fellowships there, the university announced this week. 

A fund of nearly $32,000, cheated by the Will of the late Jeannette 
Blaney Strayer, an alumna of the university, 4tds pfdVided for the establish¬ 
ment of the Winfield Scott Blaney Fellowship bt International Relations, iii 
memory of her father, income from the fund will provide fellowships for 
students of international relations. 

A fund of $50,000, established by the late E.Norms P* Graham, has 
made possible the Samuel Jordan Graham Fellowship in Surgery, in memory 
of Judge and Mrs. Samuel Jordan Graham, income from the fund will provide 
fellowships for students who are pursuing post-graduate study or research 
in the university's school of medicine, preferably those specializing in 


surgery. 
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Thirty-five new full-time faculty members will join the faculty of George Washing¬ 
ton University in September, it was announced this week by O.S.Colelough, provost of 
the university . 

Five will hold the rank of professor. There are 6 associate professors, 17 assist¬ 
ant professors and 7 instructors in the group. 

Dr. James Eaton, on the staff of the U.S.Army Audit Agency for the past five 
years, has been named professor of accounting. He has taught at Illinois, Minnesota, 
Michigan State and St. Louis universities. 

Dr. Arthur Miller, former professor of law at Emory University, has been named 
professor of law. 

A former professor at Dickinson College, Dr. William Tayler, has been named pro¬ 
fessor of international affairs at George Washington University's center at the Army 
War College in Carlisle, Pa.

Two men, Dr. Herbert Smith and Ben Lindberg, have been named professor of engineer¬ 
ing administration. Dr. Smith has served as executive assistant to the chief of the 
Navy's Bureau of Yards and Docks, and has taught at the University of Maryland, City 
College of New York and Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute. Professor Lindberg has been 
professor of business administration at American University for the past three years. 

Other new appointments were in the areas of behavioral science, public administra¬ 
tion, hospital administration, geology, law, international affairs, sociology, anthro¬ 
pology, business administration, pathology, psychology, medicine, engineering adminis¬ 
tration, physics, physical education, mathematics, American literature, anatomy, phar¬ 
macology, education, French, surgery, accounting and anesthesiology.

Tiie Center for Measurement Science is the roost recent addition to George 
Washington University's expanding program in the sciences. 

Established during the past year in tire university's School of Engineering, 
the center is the first such educational and research facility in tire United 
States. It was made possible by an initial grant from the Martin Company of 
Baltimore, which is also aiding in the center's program by encouraging support 
of other industries throughout the countjy* The National Bureau of Standards 
also plays an important part in the operation of the center by making available 
tire use of its Washington facilities for teaching purposes. 

The center was established to help alleviate a critical manpower shortage 
in metrology, tlie science of measurement, in the United States. Industrial leaders 
and such nationally known publications as The Saturday Evening Post and the 
Baltimore Sun have in the past few years pointed out the serious "measurement 
gap" wiilch exists in this country. The superiority of the Russians in this

particular field lias been generally recognized*

oroftrams-M-education. research, and s ervice—fon»,the basic components of 
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the center* The education program prepares students to assume responsibilities 
in the field of measurement science at four levels, with work leading to the 
engineering technologist certificate and degrees of bachelor of science in 
engineering, master of science in engineering, and doctor of science. 

The research and service programs o the center will relate to an Associates 
program wldch provides for cooperative effort between the university, industry, 
and government* Individuals, companies, corporations, and government agencies 
wuo support the center’s programs may avail themselves of the services and research 
facilities of the cerfter* Independent res, arch will also be undertaken by staff 
members, and studies will be conducted for sponsoring agencies under contract* 

More than a dozen courses nave already been established in the center’s 
eddeation program, with more to be added in the future* Current offerings deal 
with electrical measurement* mechanical measurement, heat measure ent, microwave 
measure ent, optical measure sent, transducers, and instrumentation* 

Several other new courses have been added to the engineering curriculum 
this year, including “Celestial Mechanic#," "Hypersonic i laid Dynamics,” and 
"Science of Engineering Materials*" 

The university’s rapidly growing department of sociology and anthropology 
will add two new courses, "Language and Culture," and "Cultural Origins of the 
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Western Hemisphere." Other new offerings in the sciences include a seminar in 

psye ooathology, an undergraduate mathematics course in topology, and a course 

in classical bysical theory. 

A new program in drama will be offered for the first time tnis fall in 
cooper ticn with Arena Stage, leading to the degree of Master of Arts in dramatic 
art* Five new courses, taught by the Arena Stage staff, will be added to the 
curriculum "Rehearsal and Performance,’* ''Directing Problems,” "Techniques of 
Staging," "Theater Management," and "Producing Problems•" 

Other now offerings in the arts include a course in Russian literature of 
the twentieth century, a rench graduate seuiinar in Proust, a new art course 
in print making, and a seminar in American religious history# 

In business and public administration, a seminar in foreign trade and a 
new course in human relations in business will be offered for the first ti e.
